_wife to perfwade his Holinefs, that the Catholick Re- 
‘ligion would receive great Prejudice by the Depofing 
of King Auguftus; tho’ whac chiefly alienated the 
Hearts of the Poles from him, was the violent Sufpi- 
cion they have of the Unfincerity of his Converfion ; 
efpeciaily feeing his Son the Prince Electoral is care- 
fally brought up in Lucheranifm ; and his Deputies 
in the Diet of the Empire have all aiong fupported 
the Proteftant Intereft, to the hindrance of the Exe- 
tution of the Articles that favour the Cacholicks, 
which the moft Chriftian King caus’d to be incerted 
in the Treaty of Refwick. On thefe firft Informa- 
tions given the Pope of the Affau of the Election 
abovementior’d,a Courier is difparch’d to the Nuncio 
in Polaud with divers Orders,whici: in all Appearance 
will be difficui: to be executed. 

Warjaw, Aug. 8. She Commiffioners of the Repu- 
blick are drawing up the 2a« Cenventa, which King 
Staniflaus is to Swear ‘9 at his Coronation. The De- 
puties of his faid Majefty and of the Republick, and 
the Ambaffadors of the King of Sweden have begun 
to meet, to draw up the Articles of a perpetual Alli- 
ance between the two Kingdoms. Their firft Confe- 
rence was on the 5th inftant in the Monaftry of the 
Carmelites; and was fpent in examining the Powers 
of the Plenipotertiaries. The 6th they proceeded 
a@ually to fettle the Articles of the Treaty, which 
is to be concluded by the end of this Month,and then 
to be fign’d by the rwo Kings. The Palatinat of 
Wireps which is firuate in the further part of Lithuas 
nia, has deélar’d for King Staniflaus: Their Deputies 
have had Audience of him, and complimented him 
on his Acceffion to the Crown. Other Palatinats, who 
were Neuters, have declar’d for the Confederates. 
Several Troops of the Army of the Crown following 
their Example, have abandon’d King Auguftus, and 
are come over to King Staniflaus, whofe Forces are 
augmented to 9 or 10000 Men. The Generals Stein- 
bock and Meyerfeld who were marching into Great 
Poland, to oppofe the Paffage of the Saxon Troops 
that are come from Germany, are feparated. The

Hamburg, Aug. 26. Letters from Riga of the 14th 
of this Month tell us, that General Leeuwenhaupr, 
having fent the Mufcovites he took Prifoners in the 
Action near Kruysberg to Dunemund ; and the Son 
of Prince Wic{nowiski,with the 48 Pieces of Artillery, 
and the 4o Colours and Standards, taken in the fame 
Action, to Riga ; is march’d to attack Birfen: Mean 
time the old Prince Wiefnowiski, with the Mufco- 
vites, &c. thar efcap’d out of that Action, keeps 
in Livonia and ravages the open Country of that 
Province. The Czar of Mutcovy, having left a ftrong 
Garrifon in Dorpat,is march’d towards Nerva, taking 
with him the late Governour of Dorpat and thofe 
that were the chief Officers of that Garrilon Pri- 
foners.

Warfaw, Auguit 14. The new King is preparing 
to fet out from hence in a few days for Great Poland; 
and the Nobility that are of his Party are already 


gone before. Tis faid his Defign is, to make an Ir- 


ruption into Saxony with 65 Troops of the Crown 
Army that are in his Intereft ; while the King of 
Sweden acts againft King Auguftus. We have re- 
ceiv’d confirm’d Advice, that the King of Sweden has 
pafs’d the Viftula near Sendomir and is march’d to- 
wards Jaroflaw to endeavour to draw King Auguftus 
to an Engagement. Some Letters from the Fronciers 
fay, that General Renfchild is marching towards 
Cracow, and General Steinbock towards Samofch, 
each with a Detachment of Swedifh Tsoops. Mean 
time King Auguftus is advantagioufly pofted at 
Siniawa which lies within 4 Leagues of Jaroflaw, 
with his Army which confifts of 50co Sazons, 10000 
Mufcovites, 15000 Poles, and 4coo Coffacks: And 
feems refolv’d ro ftand the Swede. 
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From the Amfterdam Courant, dared Sept. 6. 
Drefden, Auguft 29. We have receiv’d confirm'd 
Advice that 5000Saxons and 3000Poles have routed a 
Body of 4000 Swedes commanded by Gen. Meyerfeld 
near Pofna (or Pofen;) with thefe particulars, That our 
right Wing was put into Diforder by the Cannon of 
the Swedes ; who falling on and driving thar Wing 
before them,our Left took that opportunity to charge 
them in Flank and Rear, and totally broke and de- 
feated them. We have Advice likewife, thar there 
is Hopes the upper General of the Army of rhe 
Crown, and his Son, will declare for King Auguftus ; 
and chat the Pope has fent a Brief to his Nuncio, 
authorizing him to allowj|K.Auguftus theTenths of all 
Church Revetues in Poland for 2 Years; The Car- 
dinal Primate is cited to make his Ap nce at 
Rome within che Term of three Months ; and both 
He and all the other Bithops in Poland are warn’d 
not to crown Sraniflaus King, on Pain of being de- 
priv’d of their Benefices. Letters from King Auguftus’s 
‘Army of the sth tell us, feveral Polith Noblemen 
are come over to his Majefty. 
From the Leiden Gazecce, da‘ed Sert. 9. 
Warfaw, Augoft 22. On Intelligence that fome 
Saxon Troops were drawing towards the Lands of 
the Cardinal Primate, 12 of che Trcops of the Army 
of the Crown thar are for King Sraniflaus, were im- 
mediately fent thither.
